The dead body of one of the murdered men was found, but no trace of the 
dead body of the other, whose name was Dinai Halder, could be discovered. 
The son of Dinai Halder applied to the District Magistrate of Dacca, praying 
that as nothing was known about the fate of his father, a careful inquiry 
by a competent det ective officer might by instituted, he undertaking the cost 
of such enquiry. But the Deputy Inspector-General of Police refused such 
an enpuiry, saying that his hands were more than full with enquiries into 
dacoity and other organised crime, and that he could not spare the services 
of an officer to inquire into a case of that description. ae 

What an astounding statement this! If a Court peon with au ordinary 
summons to serve be turned out or assaulted by any person, Government 
takes ample revenge upon him for his indiscretion. In the present case serious 
rioting took place, two men were murdered, the cutcherrv of the zamindar 
was looted, 13 police constables were driven away. and the Sessions Judge of 
Dacca passed severe censure upon the conduct of the police, and yet no 
proper enquiry was held. We are really at a loss to understand how Govern- 
ment could dismiss such a serious occurrence 28 of no importance whatever. 

We earnestly hope that Sir Andrew Fraser will be pleased to order an 
enquiry into the occurrence by a competent detective police officer and thereby 
remove the feeling of uneasiness in the mind of the people.

ee fulse accounts in his name and afterwards sue him in the Civil Court. 
Li ey have engaged two men, Nababjan Tarafdar of the Sultanpur villaze and 
iralal Ghosh of the Beliaghata village as their gomastas. ‘These men and 
another man named Durga Charan Banerji give false evidence in favour 
of the Kabulis and can almost every day be seen in the Sealdah Munsifi.

We believe that Government can, if it desires, give life to some of the 
rivers in the district. One river can do what thousands of tanks cannot in the 
matter of water-supply. Besides this, the internal trade of the district has 
greatly suffered in consequence of the silting up of navigable rivers in it. 
Malaria hus also broken out in many places. It will no doubt require an 
enormous expenditure to set free the silted-up rivers, but Government can 
afterwards realise the cost by levying tolls. Immense good can be done to 
the coutitry by the excavation of khals in it. But while Government has spent 
enormous sums of money in the construction of railroads and is going to 
enact a law for the purpose of encouraging the District Boards in the same 
direction, it is altogether indifferent in the matter of re-excavating silted-u 
rivers. Sir Charles Elliott once held out the hope of cutting open the mout 
of the Lankajangha river below Tangail town. The Brahmaputra also has 
almost silted-up below that town, where it is not navigable all the year round. 
The tributaries of ‘the river have silted up. The currents of many of the 
obstructed rivers in the district can be renewed at small cost. The District 
Board has an enormous income which it does not know how to spend, It has 
recently appointed a first grade Engineer on a large salary. It is hoped that 
the Board will see its way to do what it can in respect of the silted-up rivers 
with the help of this officer.

Section 623 contains a very good provision, But what is there to prevent 
parties from being deprived of its benefits? Judicial officers generally show 
eat reluctance to revise their judgments and retry cases. There should 
no limitation of time for making applications for retrial in cases in which 
any of the parties was unable to procure necessary evidence at the time of 
the first trial. It is often seen that judicial officers refuse to allow parties 
sufficient time to procure evidence. The wt es conferred by section 623 
extend to these cases. But, then, everything depends on the good or bad 
temper of the trying court. Judicial officers should, as a rule, allow parties 
sufficient time for the purpose of obtaining evidence. Again, as many such 
officers are often found to decide cases in defiance of law and precedent, 
provision should be made for authorising parties to submit to the court written 
statements about the sections of particular Acts and the precedents on which 
they base their cases. Again, not a few such officers occasionally fail to 
rasp the real meaning of the law and thereby cause miscarriage of justice. 
ow, if after such a case of mistake has occurred, the High Court happens 
to interpret the law in question, the aggrieved party should be pe 9 the 
privilege of having the case retried. 

The authorities should make arrangements for punishing such judicial 
officers as are found guilty of frequent errors of judgment. This will 
prevent them from voluntarily or carelessly doing injustice to litigants.

The Editor, ‘‘ Paridarsak,” Sylhet. 


SIR, 

The Government is the trustee of the public purse, and as such it is its highest duty 
to consider twice before sanctioning an expenditure on any particular subject. . The 
Kalacherra dacoity case has given room for reflection to every thoughtful man in this 
country. We need not relate here the history of the case which must be in the recollection 
of all. The prosecution was conducted by the learned Government er, Babu Hari 
Charan De, B.L., in the Sessions Court as well asin the Court of the Subdivisional Officer 
of Hailakandi wherethe preliminary enquiry was held. But in the Sessions VUourt Babu 
Kamini Kumar Chanda, M.A., 8.L., was retained by the Government. The trial occupied 
27 court days and Kamini Babu was paid at the rate of Rs. 100 per day, or Rs. 2,700 in all 
while the Government pleader was paid at the rate of Rs. 16 per day. During the trial 
when Mr. Kemp was cross-examined by the defence pleader' as to why Kamini Babu had 
been retained by the Government, insinuating that it was only with a view to depriving the 
defence of his services, the presiding Judge, Mr. Newbould frankly admitted that it was at 
his suggestion that the Deputy Commissioner had obtained sanction of the Chief Commis- 
sioper to retain Kamini Babu. While thanking Mr. Newbould for his outspokenness, we 
cannot admire his zeal shown in this connection, for did it not evince a strong leaning towards 
the prosecution? The matter does not end here. ‘The case has gone to the High Court on 
appeal, and we learn that there too Kamini Babu’s services have been requisitioned by the 
Assam Government. We shall not be surprised if a like ora larger sum is demanded by 
Kamini Babu for his services in the High Court. We ask in all seriousness, could not so 
big an amount be more profitably spent? Nobody would deny that it isthe duty of the 
Government to see that the real culprits are adequately punished; and the machinery is in 
Mg towards that end. But that it would chad/ao a case like a private party is highly to be 
pitied.
